PRESIDENT WILL 
KEEP PROMISES 


Will Recommend to Congress 


Change in Injunction Law. 


CRIMINAL CODE A DISGRACE 


The President Ashamed of the Fact 
That the Poor Man Haa No Equal 
Opportunity 
With 
Rloh 
Litigant. 
Will Try to Plaoe Them on Equal 
Footing. 


Chicago, S ept 17.—Speaking 
with 
great earnestness to a mass meeting 
in Orchestra hall, President Taft de­ 
clared that no question before the 
American people today is more Im­ 
portant than the improvement of the 
administration of jueUce, and he an­ 
nounced his intention of recommend­ 
ing to congress the appointment of a 
commission to take up tho question 
of the law s delay in the federal courts. 
The president said he hoped th at the 
report of this commission, when ren­ 
dered. would serve also as a guide to 
the state of the Union in effecting rem­ 
edial legislation. 
The president at the end of a day of 
sight-seeing, of base ball, of receptions 
and dining, received an uproarious 
greeting when he reached Orchestra 
hall to make the only set speech of 
his stay in chicago. Recalling that it 
was in this same hall during the cam­ 
paign of a year ago that ha faced an 
audience of more than 1600 working­ 
men and made one of the crucial ad­ 
dresses of his candidacy, the president 
assured his hearers that he had not 
forgotten his campaign promises and 
the platform declarations of his party. 
Mr. Taft 
devoted the entire first 
part of his speech to the subject of 
labor, and said he Intended to recom­ 
mend to congress In his first message 
legislation to carry out the platform 
promise as to injunction*—that no in­ 
junction or restraining order should 
be issued without notice except where 
irreparable injury would result from 
delay, in which case a speedy hearing 
should be granted. 
Believes In Organized Labor. 
The president declared anew his be­ 
lief in organized labor, and congratu­ 
lated the leaders of the movement 
that “they have set their faces like 
flint against the doctrines of social 
Ism.” He also said: 
“I know there is an element among 
employers of labor and Investors of 
capital which is utterly opposed to the 
organization of labor. I cannot syxnpa 
thize with this element in tho slight­ 
est degree. I think It is a wise course 
for laborers to unite to defend their 
interests. It is a wise course for them 
to provide a fund by which should oc­ 
casion arise and strike# or lockouts 
follow, those who lose their places may 
be supported pending an adjustment 
of the difficulties. 
I think the em­ 
ployer who declines to deal with or­ 
ganized labor and to recognize it as a 
proper element in the settlem ent of 
wage 
controversies 
is 
behind 
the 
times. There is not the slightest doubt 
that if labor had remained unorganized 
wages would be very much lower/* 
Taking up next the subject of the 
courts, the president 
asserted with 
earnest emphasis that the adm inistra­ 
tion of criminal law today is a dis­ 
grace to American civilization. Asham­ 
ed of the fact, as Americans might 
well be, he declared that the poor man 
has not noy an equal opportunity with 
the rich litigant, and said it was his 
purpose to do what he could to place 
the poor man on a more equal footing.

THE FASCINATION OF 


FORBIDDEN FRUIT,

Being Junior member of the firm of 
Bunker & Co. of New York, whose 
business involved some correspondence 
with olive oil merchants in Italy, I 
concluded to learn the Italian lan­ 
guage in order to be able to w rite 
those In their own tongue from whom 
we bought oil. 
I inquired of a friend 
for a teacher. 
He told me that he 
could recommend one, a young wom­ 
an, a native of Italy, but there must 
be one condition attached to her giving 
me lessons—I must promise not to 
make love to ber. Somewhat surprised 
that such a promise should be exacted, 
I asked a reason for it, but received 
no satisfactory reply. 
As I had no 
intention of making love to any one, I 
readily agreed to the terms. It is only 
too true, however, that such a promise 
w as very inconsiderate on my part, for 
several episodes In the past had demon­ 
strated ray extreme susceptibility to 
the Goddess Love and her subtleties. 
But my word had been given and in 
all the verities I was placed upon my 
honor. 
Miss (or, rather. Signorina) Aboni 
turned out to be a teacher in the New 
York public schools. 
She was about 
twenty-five years old. with the dark 
hair aud eyes prevalent among her 
countrymen and, unlike most Italian 
women, possessed a very sweet voice. 
No language is musical when rapidly 
spoken and In a rough voice, but as 
Miss Aboni spoke Italian to me slowly 
aud softly it was very mellifluous.

stammered an apology, promising not 
to break my word again, a condition 
like that laid down by the poet when 
he says it is “weakness to be wroth 
with weakness.” The poor girt could 
only accept the apology and hope that 
I would be stronger in future. 
But I was tampering with a passion, 
aud the passions usually master con­ 
science. The only safe way out of the 
matter was to acknowledge myself 
beaten in the first encounter and avoid 
a second by ceasing to take lessons 
of Miss Aboni. 
This course occurred 
to me. but I persuaded myself that it 
would be more matiiy to conquer my­ 
self than to Ingloriously run away. 
I 
continued to receive instruction, but 
there had come a feeling of constraint 
between mc and my teacher. 
I went 
on conquering myself, as I persuaded 
myself I was doing, listening to the 
melodious Italian sentences as they 
gilded from my teacher’s lips. 
Then, 
too. we frequently read from the same 
book, and this compelled us to sit side 
by side, a dangerous position for those 
who are forbidden to be lovers. 
One day while thus looking over the 
same page I suddenly found my hand 
resting on my teacher’s w aist 
I can 
only assert that I did not put It there; 
it put itself there. 
Then another un­ 
fortunate circumstance led to a fatal 
step. 
Feeling a tress softly graze my 
cheek, with my hand—the hand not on 
her waist—I turned her face to min© 
and kissed her on the lips. 
I shall never forget the shudder th at 
passed over. her frame. 
I knew at 
once that I had done something terri­ 
ble. 
But terrible things cannot usual­ 
ly be undone. 
W hatever it was, it 
must stand. One thing was certain—I 
had given my word and broken i t 
“I am beneath contempt,” I cried. 
“No. 
I have made a mistake.” 
“W hat mistake?” 
“Instead of exacting a promise I 
should hove taken you into my con­ 
fidence. 
But you were a stranger to 
me, and if you told”— 
“Well. If I told, w hat then?” 
“I would lose my position; we would 
starve.” 
“We? Who are we?” 
“I and my husband. Married women 
are not permitted to teach in the pub­ 
lic schools of New York. My marriage 
has l>een kept a secret.” 
The announcement that she was © 
wife fell like a load on my h eart 
W hat bad started in a desire to break 
in upon forbidden ground had resulted 
in a passionate love. 
The husband of her who passed un­ 
der her maiden name was an invalid 
and supported by his wife. 
I did not

Banks For the Relief of Financial

voice was raised in defense of the pos­ 
tal savings bank plan in the sessions 
of the American B ankers’ association 
convention, nor was thore a word u t-s 
tered in favor of guaranty deposit 
state or national banks. 
In formal reports, In speeches and 
in im promptu rem arks both ideas wTere 
repeatedly scored by th e bankers, who 
wrere apparently of one mind in op­ 
posing the two rem edies offered for 
the relief cf financial conditions. 
The morning session of the savings 
bank section opened with an address 
of welcome by Henry S. Menschen, of 
Chicago, who led the attack on the I 
postal savings bank. 
The president of the section. John . 
IL Johnson, of Detroit. In his annual 
report argued against postal savings 
banks, and insisted that savings de- 1 
posits be safeguarded against all pos­ 
sibility of loss. 
President George M. Reynolds, the 
head of the Bankers’ ass 
iation, con 
gratulated the savings b 0 k s \ 
a on 
its steady opposition to the postal sav­ 
ings bauk idea. 
A new note was injected into the 
proceedings by E. L. Robinson, of Bal 
timore, who, in rem arks on the “de­ 
partment of mercy.” emphasized the 
help which savings banks could be to 
depositors by advising t h e m and et- j 
tending to them s y m p a t h y and encour- j 
agenient. 
President Reynolds also prophesied 
that within a year there would be such 
a revision of the national banking laws , 
as would permit national banks to ac­ 
cept savings deposits.
